American forces have struck new 
blows at Japanese defenses in the 
Pacific, lashing out in considerable 
strength at the enemy-held equa­ 
torial islands of Tarawa and Nauru 
and continuing their pounding of 
air installations on Bougainville in 
the Solomons.

night raids and a heavy force of 
dive bombers and torpedo planes 
returned to Ballale in a daylight 
attack as the campaign apparent­ 
ly designed to knock out Japanese 
lefenses on the island moved into 
its second week. 
Today’s communique from the 
hcadquatters of Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur said the American airmen 
shot down 16 of 60 enemy inter­ 
ceptor planes. 
This brought to an 
even IOO the Japanese planes de­ 
stroyed on the ground and in the 
air over Bougainville since the of­ 
fensive began Sept. ll. 
American naval units carried out 
the attacks on Tarawa island, in 
the northern Gilbert group, and 
on Nauru to the west. 
The as­ 
saults began Saturday night and 
lasted well into the following day. 
Although a communique issued 
by Admiral Chester W . Nimitz, 
sommandcr-in-chief of the Pacific 
lleet, did not state Ithe exact na­ 
ture of the attacks, it was pre­ 
sumed that they were made by 
carrier-based torpedo planes and 
dive-bombers such as raided M ar­ 
cus Island to the northwest nearly 
three weeks ago. 
The Tokyo radio, in a broadcast 
recorded by the Associated Press, 
quoted a Japanese communique as 
saying that 200 Allied planes a t­ 
tacked the islands of Tarawa and 
Makin in the Gilbert group over 
the weekend. 
The broadcast said 
20 of the raiders were shot down.

DAY APPROACHES 
It can be no secret to anybody, and least of all to the 
Nazi general staff, that the day is approaching fast when 
the armies of democrocv will begin landing all over the 


fortress of Europe. 
The invasion of Italy is, in a sense, preliminary. 
There is a real question whether the best way to Berlin 
involves Italy. 
Even with the considerable headway 
we have made on the peninsula, there are several other 
routes which seem to offer superior advantages. 
One is through the Balkans, another up the Rhone 
Valley, and for both of these our possession of Italy 
is useful. 
There are the Scandinavian route and the 
Channel route. In neither of these is Allied occupation 
of Mussolini’s former duchy without value. 
It serves 
as a diversion, and it offers to provide air fields from 
which support to more northerly invasions can fly. 
But the crushing blow’, in all probability, will not 
come from Italy. 
There are many who believe that, 
whatever may intervene, the end will not come until 
there has been a cross-channel invasion. 
British invasion maneuvers half way across the chan­ 
nel, the other day, w’ent off so successfully as to suggest 
that even that most difficult of approaches to Berlin can 
be used in the near future. 
Allied, strategy is. on the whole, conservative. Oui' 
general plan has been to move slowly, to test the ground 
firmly before each step forward, to make sure of suc­ 
cess— as sure as the hazards of war permit befoio each 
venture. 
Our progress seems slow at times. 
But the method 
guards against disaster. And w’hen the big blow falls it 
will be all the more crushing. 
It is useful to realize fully that big events are coming 
close, for a number of reasons. There will be huge cas­ 
ualty lists, for which we must be prepared. There is go­ 
ing to be a terrific drain upon our resources. Gasoline 
will be needed in greater quantities than ever before. 
.So will food, coal, clothing and incidentals for relief of 
the millions we are beginning to set free. 
The end is approaching. It is reasonable to expect 
it, in Europe, during 1944. But we can not yet relax 
and draw a deep breath. Until Hie end comes, every 
victory will call upon us for increased exertion at home 
as well as on the fighting fronts.

Washington, Sept. 17— (iP)—The 
Commerce Department cautioned 
today against adopting the “too 
hopeful” view that Japan is merely 
an island empire with “tinder box” 
war industries conveniently stack­ 
ed in Tokyo, Osaka and Nagoya 
and requiring only a spark to burst 
into flames. 
Such a view, says an article in 
the department’s “Foreign Com­ 
merce Weekly,” overlooks “import­ 
ant facts concerning the geograph­ 
ic distribution and decentralization 
of Japan’s war industries” made 
possible by the country’s wide- 
spreading 
railroad 
and 
electric 
power networks.” 
“In particular it fails to appre­ 


ciate that Japan’s war industries 
no longer are confined merely to 
the islands of Japan proper, but 
are strongly established in For­ 
mosa, Korea, Manchuria and North 
China as well—to say nothing of 
possible industrial development un­ 
der Japanese direction in the is­ 
lands and countries of southeast 
Asia.” 
Decrying the popular conception 
of Japanese industrial facilities as 
“tinder boxes,” the article declares 
that actually ‘they are no more 
vulnerable in their construction 
than are their counterparts in 
western countries. 
Their destruc­ 
tion will call for heavy, 'on the tar­ 
get’ bombing.”
